ASSIMILATING THE ALIEN. 


One of the outstanding revelations of 
the war to America is the alien menace. 
No sooner had the upheaval in Europe 
-begun than our much boasted “‘melting 
pot’? began to stir, and we found out for 
the first time just how little it had really 
boiled, and what a mass of unassimilated 
matter it contained. 

We now find that we have 17,500,000 
aliens in this country, only six million of 
whom have been interested enough in this 
country to become citizens, while over ten 
million owe allegiance to foreign govern- 
ments. ; 

If American institutions and American 
ideals of justice and morality are to be 
maintained, it is manifest that our assim- 
ilating process will have to be speeded up. 
To use force is out of the question. That 
method has been tried in Europe and 
found unsuccessful. It is neither desirable 
nor effective. 

To accomplish this huge task of Amer- 
icanizing ten million aliens the various 
forces of uplift and education must join 
hands with the government in a mighty 
campaign of education in Americanism 
among the alien groups. 


THE OTHER SIDE OF IT. 


Some few seem to think because the 
News is fighting the doctrine of force and 
the “*Reds’”’ generally it is leaning toward 
“Capitalism,’’ or something of that sort. 
Nothing could be more erroneous. But that 
is the way with radicals. Unless you are as 
radical as they are you must be, from their 
point of view, the hireling of Capitalism, 
or at least. influenced by predatory wealth. 
and the aristocratic. 

The News editor has fought the wrongs 
perpetrated by capitalism all his long and 
active life, and has files of hig newspapers 
all over the West to prove it. The crimes 
committed by the rich against the poor 
reach back through ages, and are still go- 
ing on. They are an hundred times great- 
er than the wrongs committed by the poor 
against the rich, but the fact that one 
class commits a erime is no good reason 
why any other class should do the same. 
Two wrongs‘do not make a right. The 
Bible tells us to turn the other cheek when 
one is smitten, which is hard to do, but 
it nowhere advises us to rend the smiter 
hip and thigh and kill him like a doe with 
a dynamite. bomb or otherwise 

‘ There should be nothine hard to dope 
out about the position taken in sneh mat 
ters by thé-News. We are simply against 
the doctrine of force, against murder, loot 
and riot and against the red flag, reward 
less of whether Mr. J. Pierpont) Morgan 
waves it or Tony the Dago out on the 
Santa Fe section. 

The poor and downtrodden of all coun- 
tries and of all ages have much to be mad 
about. No one ean consistently blame 
them for feeling bitter against their op 
pressors. No one can consistently blame 
the Russians or the Germans for over- 
throwing their autocrats and taking pos- 
session of their own government, provided 
it be by ballot or other right and peace- 
able manner, out of which shall arise a 
republic or a democracy. In doing this 
they did just right, and the same thing 
our revolutionary fathers did in Washing- 
ton’s time. - 

Those who study all these things and 
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seek to better the condition of all man- 
kind, including, of*course, the poorest and 
most humble, have our honor and respect, 
but those who get crazy over it and inan- 
gurate reigns of terror and slaughter 
everybody who are not in their particular 
class have got to be restrained and then 
taught better by edueation and other le- 
gal and proper methods. 

The rich and arrogant have much of 
this stuff to blame themselves for, and if 
they are wise they will do some pretty 
deep thinking, and then do the right thing 
toward bringing about a better condition. 
Good wages and fair treatment will do a 
creat deal toward solving these problems, 
and the News has said a hundred times, 
and says it again now, that it favors not 
only a living wage, but also a comfort 
wage. 

The main solution, however, is going to 
be education. 
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The bankers want an elastic currency, 
and to hold both ends of the elastic.
